An interesting series of letters written to Mrs. Brotherton, wife of Edward 
Brotherton, the writer on spiritualism, which subject she discusses, also the possibility 
of a medium being able to write in languages unknown to her when not under 
influence. Mrs. Browning mentions Barry Cornwall and her great friend Isa Blagden, 
and thanks Mrs. Brotherton for a volume of her poems, but regrets she has not 
with her in Italy a copy of her own or her husband’s poems to send in return. 

eee ah! Dear Mrs. Brotherton, I have been wishing to hear from you & 
to have some further information on the subject of the spirits. Mr. Tennyson, 
observes very justly, in respect of them, that there is seldom much conveyed, worth 
stretching into a spiritual world to reach. At the same time we should remember 
that the fact of communication implies the most valuable of all tricks to this natural 
world of ours. Also, we have no right perhaps, because we have intercourse, to 
expect revelation. On the earth, for instance, we have incessant intercourse one 
with another, and we get an apocalypse seldom indeed—‘ three poets in three distant 
ages born’ etc.—for the rest, it is a mistake to suppose that mere inanities and 
stupidities are given by the spirits, though some of the communications are certainly 
inane and stupid enough. What is wanted is a persistent assembling together of 
intelligent & devout minds. Then we should have intenser responses, I think. The 
mediumship of insulated individuals seems as if it could not bear the strain of 
continuous & logical communication. The sentences break into fragments; the 
thought does not cohere, the medium gives back short breathings from the spirit 
world, gasps of half articulated significance, & fails in anything beyond. It’s an 
imperfect echo repeating faintly the last syllable of a full utterance. We have not 
learnt how to deal with this power; & it’s our business to learn, that’s certain. 

‘* Will you tell me what is meant by your ‘being requested by them (the 
spirits) to subscribe to what is utterly incredible ’—that is, will you tell me if it is 
lawful for me to ask. 

‘IT can’t write yet, though I have persisted in trying, & though the force is 
always sufficient with me to make marks, my maid writes as she did, there’s no 
advance in power. ‘ All Europe in a state of war’ was announced the other day, 
but we scarcely wanted one to rise from the Dead to tell us so, did we ? The 
spirits adjure you to write (whether you can or not) in the most urgent way, & 
they tell you that their power will increase (as the times advance) until they shall 
be recognised generally.’’ Etc. 

‘‘ What you have allowed me to see has interested me very much—to dash 
ourselves against the stones in attempting to reason on these facts, for facts they 
are, let their philosophy be what it may. I have felt, myself, the pencil move in 
my hand, by a sort of spiral motion like the movement of the turning tables, 
though the force has hitherto been unequal (with me) to the production of words 
or sentences. It is very curious, this writing in a language & character unknown 
to you—curious, too, that being enabled to write in this same language & character, 
you should write only single words without much coherence or obvious significancy. 
I observe generally that in most of the ‘ manifestations ’ the external evidence is 
stronger than the internal, which is just contrary to what has been the case hitherto

with spiritual experiences, Perhaps the relation of the natural body with the 
spiritual universe is now to be taught. But we are at the beginning of these 
mysteries, I believe. 

‘‘ Has it occurred to you that you may be exercised in the new character & 
the single words in order to a more facile writing of the language afterwards? 
Have you known any deceased friend learned in a Greek language ? I hear that a 
Professor of Hebrew in New York, Mr. Bush, has had frequent communications in 
Hebrew, Arabic, & other Eastern languages, through mediums perfectly unlearned. 

“Do tell me whatever else may ‘happen to you by this new law of inspiration, 
rather, perhaps, a new development of old law. There was an English distich, of 
which Miss Blagden told me, as coming from you 

; Hear & soul be still, 
God is Life and will.’ 
which struck me much, the last line being intensely (don’t be frightened) Sweden- 
borgian, and Swedenborg has thrown more light on the nature of the whole of the 
present movement, though standing back from us a hundred years, than any of our 
thinkers & observers.” Etc. 

‘““. . . With every liking & respect for you, I confess to you, that, not 
knowing you very intimately, I should infallibly have disbelieved the genuineness 
of the Greek phenomena, and have attributed them perhaps to some moral or 
intellectual insanity, some mystery of partial madness, my dear Mrs. Brotherton, 
if the fact stood alone in the history of philosophy & the records of men’s experi- 
ence. Therefore I can’t agree with you that you are reasonable in disbelieving 
everybody’s phenomena except your own. How can I? I seem to know Mrs. 
Crewe sideways—that is, I know people who know her & I just missed being 
introduced to her in London. In a letter from Barry Cornwall to my husband, she 
was said to be ‘dying mad from the effects of the charlatanerie of the turning 
tables ’"—(Barry Cornwall is an infidel as you may suppose). This was scarcely a 
week ago. I hope that she does not ‘ walk invisible ’ simply by having walked out 
of the world. Tell me, will you, if you have heard any more about her. Very 
probably she was neither mad nor dying when Mr. Proctor wrote. The sceptics 
have a peculiar pleasure in shutting up the believers in madhouses, whether or not 
saner than themselves. No, I don’t know Mr. Brailsford. I have never heard of 
him in my life. Does he sup in the third Heaven once a week? Nothing surprises 
me now.’’ Etc. 

““. . . Did you think of offering the MS. to Routledge? Routledge gives 
good prices sometimes, & he would have seen to the reviews of his own book. But 
I must have good hope of any work of yours, under whatever disadvantages it may 
be offered to the public. As to misprints they are always more obvious to an 
author than to a reader, that’s a sort of comfort.’’ 

‘“The poems needed none of the elegance of this Roman binding to be 
acceptable to me from the hands of their author, and I thank you with all my 
heart. You have been far too kind to me. I wish I had a copy of something to 
send you (exchanging gifts in the manner of Greek heroes) but we could not be 
troubled with such ‘ impedimenta’ as our own books, in travelling in Italy. 
When people ask me sometimes to lend them a volume of my husband’s poetry, 
I feel half ashamed to have to say that I haven’t such a thing with me, as if it 
were a piece of wifely infidelity on my part, or at least a gross misprision of 
conjugal meritoriousness.’’ Etc.

‘* IT am full of wonder and regret at your migratory project, which I yet hope 
may be interrupted—wishing you nevertheless all possible success & divertiment if 
you will go. 

“We expect to be in town on Tuesday. nap B. is very well & very thankful 
for the Prince de Ligne’s autograph. 


‘* Buonaparte ! in I marvel what next. I tan written to nobody & am as lazy 
& stupified as can be. Your intention of travelling again puts all the things I want 
to say in abeyance till you come back.’’ Ete. 


“Hobhouse was a close and intimate friend of Byron, with whom he afterwards 
travelled across Portugal and Spain to Gibraltar, Greece, etc. 

In 1818, Hobhouse followed the track of the French and German armies 
through Germany and was present at Paris in May, 1814, when Louis XVIII entered 
the capital, and this letter refers to his departure for Paris on the escape of 
Napoleon from Elba in 1815.

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(2) BYRON (GEORGE GORDON, LORD). 


Invitation Card to Lady Heathcote’s ball, 5th July, 1815, with the 
following inscription in Lord Byron’s hand: ‘‘ This card I keep as a 
curiosity, since it was at the ball (to which it is an invitation) that Ly. 
Caroline L. performed ye dagger scene of indifferent memory.”’ 


Lady Caroline Lamb’s infatuation for Byron is well known. On her intro- 
duction to him by Lady Westmoreland, she turned on her heel and wrote in her 
diary, that he was ‘‘ mad, bad and dangerous to know.’’ The acquaintance was 
renewed at Lady Holland’s, and for nine months Byron almost lived at Melbourne 
House. After Byron’s rupture with her in 1813 Lady Caroline’s temper became so 
ungovernable that her husband reluctantly determined upon a separation, but on 
the day fixed for the execution of the deed of separation, a sudden reconciliation 
took place.

(3) DAVIES (SCROPE, 1783-1852). Friend of Lord Byron. One of the 


executors of his will.

Intimate and friendly letters addressed to Byron who was travelling in Europe. 

Davies refers to Newstead (Byron’s house) which was finally sold in November 
1817, for 90,000 guineas; he mentions ‘‘ Manfred,’’ which had been applauded to 
the very echo, the 4th Canto of ‘‘ Childe Harold,’’ Moore’s “ Lallah Rookh,”’ Hob- 
house’s travels and his book ‘‘ Journey through Albania,’’ which he sarcastically 
refers to as waste paper. 

Byron looked upon Davies as a friend and borrowed from him £4,800 before he 
left England in 1809, which he repaid in 1814, and dedicated to him his ‘* Parasina,”’ 
and in 1811, Byron appointed him one of the executors of his will. Davies visited 
Byron at the Villa Diadati in 1816, and brought back with him ‘‘ Childe Harold,’ 
Canto 111. 

‘I delayed writing, not so much from insolence, as because I wished to be 
able to communicate to you something definitive respecting the fate of Newstead. 
Kinnaird however will satisfy your most eager curiosity on this subject. 

‘‘ Frere, Clifford, John Smyth (member for Hobhouse’s University) applaud 
Manfred to the very echo. There are parts which I confess, I wish had been 
omitted. Lallah Rookh is esteemed as it ought to be, a trifling production of a 
trifling mind. | 

‘* T have heard nothing of Hobhouse for many months. Where is he? at Rome 
at Naples, or at Florence? Pray tell him (what in my last letter I desired you to 
tell him) that his Albania has risen in value. Wastepaper never was so dear in 
England as it now is. I languish to see the author. Against whom Byron do you 
mutter vengeance? Vengeance is mine and I will repay, saith the Lord. There is 
not one just cause why I should be in spirits, as yet I am scarcely depressed. My 
friends are all out of England, the King’s Dominions, or in the King’s Bench.”’ Etc. 

‘“ No turnspitt gets into his wheel with more reluctance than I sit down to 
write, yet no dog ever loved the roast meat he turns better than I do him I now 
address. So said Oliver Goldsmith to Robert Brianton, so says Scrope Davies to 
Baron Byron. . . . 

‘* T have not heard from or of Hobhouse for the last three months, where is he? 
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Did he conceive at Rome, and when will his nine months (years it ought to be) 
have expired? When I left you both on the banks of the Lake of Geneva last year 

Hobhouse threatened another expedition to Albania, not a secret expedition 
as you may suppose, but one to be published. Does he persist in this resolve? I 
trust not. The plague is raging through the whole of that country, and we have to 
dread one of two evils—either the plague will carry off Hobhouse, or Hobhouse will 
carry off the plague from Albania and deposit it at Ridgways in the shape of a 
thick Quarto tome. May he live to write a thousand years—may he never write to 
live, for our friend loves the comforts of life. I am frequently asked about your 
health, your place of residence, your present occupation, and your future intentions. 
I give the most satisfactory replies to all enquirers, and as I do not like to say the 
same thing twice, I give each person a different answer. They all suppose you to 
be desperate, and many look among the deaths in the daily papers and are surprised 
not to see yours. They little know that you dare not die, which is the case, for 
Hobhouse would immediately write your life. 

‘‘ Murray tells me that you have another Conte nearly finished, ‘ fore God’ I 
hope it will equal the three others. I would not for the Universe that the beautiful 
woman should terminate in a fish. Moore and Rogers are gone to Paris. Rogers is 
@ noun adjective, he cannot stand alone as a part, as a banker he must stand a loan, 
or Moore would scarcely accompany him. . . There is little new in the Political, 
literary, moral or immoral world. The Whigs not only wish but hope for place. 
Their love of place like other love is blind. Twenty years since, Burke declared the 
impossibility of the Whigs ever coming into power, and his Prophecy has been as 
far as it could be, fulfilled. 

‘‘ A work appeared about two months ago entitled ‘ Junius identified.’ The 
writer endeavoured to prove Sir Philip Francis to be the author (Junius), and in the 
opinion of Lord Grey and Sir Vicary Gibbs has completely succeeded.’’ Etc. 


(4) EASTEAKE (SIR CHARLES L.. 1703-1805).. President of the . Royal 
Academy.

A letter of unusual interest in which Eastlake refers to the ‘‘ Giaour 
states that he has another subject in petto from Byron’s poem ‘‘ The Dream.’’ 

Eastlake’s picture of Byron’s ‘‘ Dream ’’ was exhibited at the Royal Academy 
in 1829. 

‘‘ Mrs. Graham has been so kind as to communicate to me your Lordship’s 
obliging answer to some queries of hers relating to the story of the Giaour, which I 
mean to avail myself of in putting together some of the scenery of Parnassus. I had 
determined in introducing the death of Hassan before I was aware that the neigh- 
bourhood of Parnassus had been actually chosen in the poem as the scene of adven- 
ture, but on perusing the story again, the mention of the ‘ peak of Liakura ’ left me 
in no doubt as to the supposed spot. Notwithstanding this coincidence it is not my 
intention to make a copy of any particular scene. I have not seen the very situation, 
for the plague of Thebis prevented my going beyond Castre on that side of the gulf. 
It is my object therefore to attempt to give rather the character of this country 
than to limit myself to one view. I am pretty well acquainted with the neighbour- 
hood of Delphi—its rocks, olive groves & ruins which a painter may be allowed to 
improve together with the torrent in the scene your Lordship has described, will 
be my principal materials. I have then but little occasion to avail myself of your

He mentions Byron’s old family servants and an early will of the poet’s in 
which his property was to be divided between Hobhouse, Hodgson, Davies and 
Rev. W. Beecher.

—writing to you. I returned here for the purpose of making some further enquiries 
of Rushton and old Nanny Smith, whom I dare say you remember, as she does you. 
How often I wish you were with me, or that I could bring some voice out of these 
walls to tell me all that happened in those joyous days when they were inhabited. 
I will say, by as brilliant a knot of young fellows as ever begun the career of life 
together. I have been passing some days with Hodgson at Mrs. Robt. Arkwright’s, 
and found far more fun, as well as feeling . . than I gave him the least credit 
for. He not only told me many pleasant things, but gave me some letters & extracts 
of letters, which place poor Byron in all that amiable light, which it is my great 
wish & object to surround him with. I have indeed, been lucky beyond my most 
sanguine expectations in this neighbourhood, having found a family at Southwell 
among whom he passed a considerable part of his early days, and who have given 
me letters & unpublished poems of his, written at a period which is now the most 
interesting of his life, as being the least known. I have got too, a curious draft of 
the will he made in 1811, with his instructions in the margin, and it is of course no 
new information to you that in that Will, he left all his personal property to be 
divided between you, Hodgson, S. Davies, & I believe, the Rev. Mr. Beecher. I am 
to dine with the Masters’ next Sunday, and expect to get from her two or three 
little unpublished things which they tell me they possess. 

‘* By the bye, ought not you or I to give this beast Hunt a dressing in the Ed. 
Review? It is the only way, beyond a contemptuous sentence or two, in which we 
can condescend to notice him, and I really think a good sousing of ridicule, ‘ without 
mitigation or remorse ’ is a thing that either you or I ought to inflict upon him. 

‘* You mentioned in one of your late letters, B.’s translation of the Francesca, 
and said that you took for granted I had it. I have not, nor have ever seen it, and 
I should have told you this before, but that, in the humour I was then in, I was 
assured it would look like asking for it. This humour, however, is now gone by, and 
I not only mention it, but will most cheerfully ask for the transcript, if there is any 
chance of your being able to give it to me.’’ Etc.

The 
play is (I am told, for I have not yet had the courage to go and see it) beautifully 
got up, and very well acted. But the enlightened British public declares it to be 
‘ slow.’ There is not an atom of slang or vulgarity in the whole piece from beginning 
to end—no female legs are shown in it. Richard Wardour doesn’t get up after 
dying, and sing a comic song. Sailors are represented in the Arctic regions, and 
there is no hornpipe danced, and no sudden arrival of ‘ the pets of the ballet ’ to 
join the dance in the costume of Esqimaux maidens—finally, all the men on the 
stage don't marry all the women on the stage, at the end, and nobody addresses 
the audience, and says, ‘If our kind friends here to-night will only encourage us 
by their applause, there are brave hearts among us which will dare the perils for 
many a night yet, of—The Frozen Deep.’’’’ Etc.

I saw so much reason to believe that they would be the Ruin of what might other- 
wise have been made a very fine property, and that their proceedings would so 
commit and involve me, who had no power either of getting rid of them or control- 
ling them—that I straightway stopped my letters, and walked bodily out of the 
concern. . . Pending their disputes and differences among themselves, I cannot 
very well leave town. But if the Paper should go by the board, then I should 
be strongly disposed to do so, and to go abroad for another year. For I have 
engaged to produce a new story in twenty monthly parts, and I think I could write 
it more comfortably and easily, abroad, than at home. . . Against my coming 
away at all, there is the consideration that I am (nominally, God knows), a Law 
Student, and have a certain number of ‘ terms to keep ’ before I can be called 
to the Bar: and it would be well for me to recollect, as. there are many little pick- 

ings to be got—prettily easily within my reach, which can only be bestowed on 
Barristers. Again, there is the consideration that the good people of England 
seem to be fonder of their favourite (your humble servant and physician) now, 

than ever; and that it might be a pity to run away from them, when they are so 
very kind. On the other hand if these people do ruin the Paper, I shall be very 

much annoyed, and would rather not have to be questioned and condoled with, and 
all sorts of things, in all Kinds of society. Now every day (to the exclusion olf 
almost all other occupation) I have been discussing the pros and cons of all these 
questions, with Forster. . . I shall publish early next month, a little volume 
called ‘ Pictures from Italy ’—astonish the consul by telling him the title, and give 
him my regards. An early copy shall be got to you, by some means or other. 
You have been in my society these many days, for I have just finished Rome, and 
am now working back to Genoa. The greater part of the descriptions are written 
in letters to Forster, but the putting of them together, and making additions to 
them, and touching them up, is rather a long job.’’ Ete.

From this Agreement it is interesting to note that Charles Dickens 
did not enter Doughty Street till the 3rd of April or after, and there- 
fore Forster, in his Life of Dickens, 1s in error when he states that 
Dickens went there in March.

This is a most interesting record of Thomas Hardy in his character of an 
architect, as he goes into minute details concerning the preservation of the Church 
so as not to interfere with its antiquarian interest. Moreover this is a most personal 
connection with Hardy, for the memorial service was held in this Church, and his 
heart is buried there. Furthermore, Hardy’s family connections with Stinsford 
Church date back to the novelist’s grandfather, who lived in the parish of Stinsford. 

In Mrs. Hardy’s new Life of her Husband (where a sketch of Stinsford Church 
is given as one of the illustrations) she writes as follows :— 

‘* Jemima’s husband’s father, our subject’s grandfather (the first Thomas of 
three in succession), when a young man living at Puddletown before the year 
1800, had expressed his strong musical bias by playing the Violon-cello in the 
Church of that parish. He had somewhat improvidently married at one-and- 
twenty, whereupon. his father John had set him up in business by purchasing a 
piece of land at Bockhampton in the adjoining parish of Stinsford, and building a 
house for him there. On removing with his wife in 1801 to this home (Stinsford) 
provided by his father John, Thomas Hardy the First (of these Stinsford Hardys) 
found the church music there in a deplorable condition, it being conducted from 
the gallery by a solitary old man with an oboe. He immediately set himself, with 
the easy-going vicar’s hearty concurrence, to improve it, and got together some 
instrumentalists, himself taking the bass-viol as before, which he played in the 
gallery of Stinsford Church at two services every Sunday from 1801 or 1802 till his 
death in 1837, being joined later by his two sons, who, with other reinforcement, 
continued playing till about 1842, the period of performance by the three Hardys 
thus covering inclusively a little under forty years. 

‘““ It was, and is, an interesting old church of various. styles from Transition- 
Norman to late Perpendicular. In its vaults lie many members of the Grey and 
Pitt families, the latter collaterally related to the famous Prime Minister; there also 
lies the actor and dramatist William O’Brien with his wife Lady Susan, daughter 
of the first Harl of Ichester. 

‘In this church the Hardys became well known as violinists, Thomas the 
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Hardy (Thomas): Notes on Stinsford Church—continued. 


Second, the poet and novelist’s father aforesaid, after his early boyhood as chorister 
oe as a youth with the ‘ counter’ viol, and later taking on the tenor and 
treble. 

‘‘ They were considered among the best church-players in the neighbourhood, 
accident having helped their natural bent. This was the fact that in 1822, shortly 
after the death of the old vicar Mr. Floyer, the Rev. Edward Murray, a connection 
of the Earl of Ilchester, who was the patron of the living, was presented to it. Mr. 
Murray was an ardent musician and performer on the violin himself, and the two 
younger Hardys and sometimes their father used to practise two or three times a week 
with him in his study at Stinsford House, where he lived instead of at the Vicarage. 

. ‘* As if the superintendence of the Stinsford choir were not enough distraction 
from business for Thomas Hardy the First, he would go whenever opportunity 
served, and assist other choirs by performing with his violincello in the galleries 
of their parish churches, mostly to the high contentment of the congregations. 
Although Thomas the Third had not come into the world soon enough to know his 
grandfather in person, there is no doubt that the description by Fairway in The 
Return of the Native of the bowing of Thomasin’s father, when lending his services 
to the choir of Kingsbere, is a humorous exaggeration of the traditions concerning 
Thomas Hardy the First’s musical triumphs as locum-tenens. 

Thomas Hardy wrote a sonnet on his mother setting eyes on his father in the 
choir of Stinsford Church, as follows :— 

A CHURCH ROMANCE. 
(Mellstock, circa 1836). 
‘“ She turned in the high pew, until her sight 
Swept the west gallery, and caught its row

alii apa If Miss Cox’s very readable ‘ Introduction to Folklore’ reaches 
the public, and stimulates collection, it will have done its duty. Miss Cox is known 
as the author of the best single study of one popular tale, her erudite collection 
of variants on the theme of ‘ Cinderella.” In the ‘ Introduction ’ she is too wise to 
frighten the timid by a display of learning, she gives fact, and theories without 
references to original sources. As to her theories, I cannot well criticise some of 
them, which are, more or less, ‘my own invention.’ ‘The savage origin of the 
savage element in civilised, mythologies, the light thrown on popular tales by 
savage and barbaric belief and custom, are among these points. The ideas are 
lucidly and persuasively stated by Miss Cox, and on the point of the diffusion of 
the tales and myth, she does not dogmatise. As to animism, as to the origin of 
the conception of spiritual beings, she follows Mr. Tylor and Mr. Spencer, which 
shews some genius for eclecticism. As to the question whether the belief in 
spiritual beings, may not be due in part, to ‘ physical’ phenomena, for example to 
‘ veridical hallucinations,’ or, in vulgar terminology, to ‘ ghosts.’ Miss Cox 
‘ leaves it wholly aside.’ Indeed, if the theme can be treated at all (it is touched 
on by Mr. Tylor) it requires original research: For example Mr. Tylor gives two 
or three cases of ‘ death-wraith,’ among the New Zealanders, and I have observed 
other instances in various savage quarters. Some were ‘ collective cases,’ several 
people seeing ‘ the wraith ’ at the same time. The curious point is that the Maoris. 
exactly like superstitious persons, in Europe, inferred that their friend who owned 
the wraith was dead, as he really was. . Now, why do they draw this inference? 
On Mr. Tylor’s theory of savage ideas, they should have inferred that the spirit 
was taking a stroll apart from the body, because its owner was asleep, or in a 
trance, for sleep is a daily affair, whereas death comes to each man but once. 
In one Maori case, the living man was perfectly well, at a distance, but his wife 
married again.’’

themselves to me, and he is particularly opposed to the theory of M. Cosquin, of 
Benfey, and others who find the central source of Tales in India. 


‘“ But M. Bédier appears to have misunderstood my own position. He sup- 
posed me to mean that ‘ each conte or each type of contes may have been invented 
and reinvented an infinite number of times in different ages and countries.’ 
(p. 86). Again, ‘ No Theory is probable which cannot admit the fact, proved in a 
thousand cases, that contes may be transmitted by way of borrowing. We are 
merely astonished that Grimm and Mr. Lang so energetically refuse to “admit this 
truth.’ (p. 39). To take the second assertion first, I have (if M. Bédier will pardon 
me) always admitted this truth, that contes may be transmitted by borrowing. I 
say in a work quoted by M. Bédier, ‘Tt is certain that no limit can be put “to a 
story’s power of flight per ora virum. It may wander wherever merchants wander, 
wherever captives are dragged, wherever slaves are sold, wherever the custom of 
exogamy commands the choice of ahen wives. Wherever human communication is 
or has been possible, there the story may go, and the space of time during which 
the courses of the sea and the paths of the land have been open to story is dateless 
and unknown. ‘ Yet I energetically deny ’ that stories may be borrowed! On the 
other hand I energetically assert it. This must have escaped M. Bédier’s atten- 
tion. This brings me to the former point: that I believe any story may be 
invented and reinvented any number of times. Distinguo! As I have said, in my 
preface to Miss Cox’s Cinderella ‘ where the sequence of adventures in Apuleius is 
strictly preserved, there I believe firmly in transmission, in borrowing.’ But where 
the sequence does not exist at all, as in the Red Indian and Zulu tales analogous 
to Cupid and Psyche : where only the central idea occurs (a taboo on wedded inter- 
course, with supernatural penalty on its infringement) there I pronounce no opinion, 
as to whether the tale has been independently invented, or borrowed and altered. 
Clearly any tale in which a wife may not see, or name, or ee to a husband and 


in which her (or his) disobedience is supernaturally punished, is ‘ of the type of ’

He 
quotes several lines trom Swift’s satirical lines concerning George I and the Duchess 
of Kendal, and expresses a desire for Berwick’s opinion concerning Swift’s corres- 
pondence with Vanessa (Mrs. Vanhomrigh) who was devoted to him, their intimacy 
being described in the poem ‘‘ Cadenus and Vanessa ’’ written by Swift at Windsor 
in 1718.

é I am quite happy you like the Lay—it is a wild story wildly told, 
and though i have no reason to complain of its reception, yet I would rather have 
the sanction of the few who possess taste like Lady Charlotte Rawdon than the 
indiscriminating applause of the public.’’

oe, Dd need hardly say that my request refers to my proposed edition of 
Swift on which I have bestowed a good deal of time and pains, yet find myself very 
very far from attaining the perfect and intimate acquaintance with the history of 
that eminent and delightful classic which is necessary to the elucidation of his 
works, particularly those which are satirical. In those pieces which are connected 
with Oxford’s administration I am tolerably perfect as I have taken pains to make 
myself intimate both with the general and minute history of that interesting period. 
I have dipped deep even into the dirty stream cf scurvility by which Swift and 
his friend Pope were assailed during their lives and recovered at the expense of 
some research and trouble a good many of the precious tomes of the egregious 
Mr. and his associates. 

‘‘ The writing of Swift as well as his life afford passages to embroil a com- 
mentator. The arrangement for example of the different parts of Cadenus and 
Vanessa has been often allied, and I think always for the worse. The Legion Club 
and those smaller pieces which are devoted to Irish politics would require many 
elucidations which I can only hope to procure by mendicating assistance among 
those of the Irish literati who may think my attempt deserving of it. I do not

intend to confine myself to epistolary solicitation, but if it please God to give me 
life and health next year I hhope to profit by personal solicitation.’’ Etc. 

gue is My bookseller has tantalized me with the hopes of Appolonius this 
two months, and I have partly delayed writing on that account, not that my 
verdict on classical matters is worth sixpence, but because if the book had been 
written in Arabic by so kind a friend, I should have been anxious at least to say I 
had seen (it). My education was of a very desultory nature, not from want of the 
kindest paternal, but partly from bad health in early youth, partly from the 
interruptions, seclusions and indulgences I was too much permitted to study what 
I liked and when I liked, which was very little and very seldom. To mend the 
matter, I stuffed my brains with all such reading as was never read and in the 
department of my memory where should be a Roman Patara lo! there was a 
witches cauldron. I am more apt to pray to Thor and Woden than Jupiter, think 
of the fairies oftener than the Dryads, and of Bannockburn and Flodden more than 
Marathon and Pharsalia.

The Commentator just glances at such a 
scheme which he says was thrown out in Parliament. I should lke to know a little 
more of the matter & if any one can assist me you can. The Dean’s ridicule is 
generally so peculiarly applicable that the reader loses much by not being made 
acquainted precisely with the subject in hand. Are there for example any of these 
ae oe papers or copies of them to be had?’’ Kite. 

é Swift is now drawing to a close but I am anxious to have your 
ideas concerning part of the correspondence with Vanessa which is not published.

. It is urged, and not without show of justice in the plea, that so 
much of the poetry of Mr. Yeats’ and of others to be named with him, is not Irish 
poetry, as we find in the intense verse of Mangan, or in the light verse of Lever, 
Moore, and Father Prout, or in the heroic verse of Samuel Ferguson, or in the 
homely verse and winsome music of Allingham and Alfred Perceval Graves and 
Jane Barlow, or in the lyrical outcries of the poets of ‘ The Nation ’ or in the ruder 
utterance of the unknown singers who bequeathed their crude but unforgettable 
national ballads in pieces such as ‘ The Wearin’ o’ the Green,’ ‘ The Cruiskeen 
Laun,’ and ‘ The Shan Van Vocht.’ The poetry of Mr. Yeats, and others to be 
named with him, is certainly not distinctively Irish in this sense. But it must not 
be overlooked that the poetic spirit in every country has two instinctive movements : 
to become the colour and sound of the national life in its outward and particular 
aspects, and to become the colour and sound of the national genius in its inward 
life and universal appeal. The Poet who ignores the accent of time and place is not 
necessarily the lesser patriot, the less truly nationalist, than the poet, who, from 
the quality of his mind and spirit, or from choice, ignores the accent of the Land 
of Heart’s Desire. Nor can we mistake the hidden flower of its mortal life, with 
its root in time and place and country. 

‘“T confess that I made one mistake when I took up the ‘ Treasury of Irish 
Poetry.’ That was to read much in it before I read the Introduction to the volume 
by Mr. Stopford Brooke. The reader should not do likewise. For Mr. Brooke 
exposes both what were the editorial aims and what are the admitted restrictions of 
this anthology, and, too accomplished a critic, to allow national predilection to 
control judgment and taste, admits frankly, in effect, that here we have rather 
the material and promise of great art than great art itself. I think he sums up 
admirably what so many have variously said, and all concerned do in one way or 
the other strongly feel, on the question of the linguistic vehicle for Irish thought 
and Irish emotion and the Irish genius. ‘ England naturally wished to get rid of 
the Irish tongue and was naturally careless of its literature: Ireland itself, and 
that was a pity, did not care enough about her own tongue to preserve it as a 
vehicle for literature; and, finally, her poets and thinkers were steadily driven to 
use the English language.’ Much has been lost by this distinction of a literary 
language, but much has also been gained. If Irish can again be used as a vehicle 
for literature, so much the better. A few are now making that endeavour, and all 
intelligent persons will wish them good luck and success. It is no disadvantage to 
a man or to a country to be bilingual, and the teaching and use of the Irish tongue 
will throw light upon the ancient form of it, enable scholars to understand it better, 
and increase our knowledge of its treasures. Moreover, there are many realms of 
imaginative feeling in Ireland which cannot be justly put into poetic form except 
in the tongue of the country itself. No other vehicle can express them so weil. 
On the other hand, the gain to Irishmen of speaking and writing in English is very 
great. It enables them to put their national aspirations, and the thoughts and 
passions which are best expressed in poetry, into a language which is fast becoming 
universal. It enables them to tell the world of literature of the ancient myths, 
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legends, and stories of Ireland, and to represent them, in a modern dress, by means 
of a language which is read and understood by millions of folk in every part of the 
world. These considerations lie at the root of the matter, and if Irish writers do 
not deviate into an imitation of English literature, but cling close to the spirit 
of their native land, they will do well for their country when they use the English 
tongue.’’ Etc., etc.

In 1797 he determined to study law, but states that he is unable to stay in a 
lawyer’s office, and proposes a visit abroad, accompanied by his wife, who is in 
indifferent health, the expenses of which he looks to ‘' Thalaba ’’ to cover. 

One letter of four pages is almost entirely occupied with remarks on the 
criticisms of ‘‘ Thalaba.’’ He expresses a wish to write a History of Portugal, and 
refers to Coleridge’s invitation to preach at Shrewsbury. Also mentions Wordsworth 
and Lamb. 

: Since you left town, Biddlecome my neighbour of Burton, to 
whom I am obliged for a bed for my brother, & for very many kindnesses during 
my residence there, desired me to write an epitaph for an old gentleman, whose life 
has been irreproachable & happy. I sent him two that he might chuse. Of course 
they will do for any good man of quiet life, and therefore not characteristic of one 
in particular, but they are short & plain & with a religious tendency.

“. . . I fear S ..: ’s letter must.wait; for my dear boy, I have been 
very nearly on a longer voyage than usual; I am fresh from giving Charon a quid 
instead of an obulus, but he, having accepted the payment, scorned me, and I had 
to make the best of my way backward through the mallow-wood, with nothing to 
show for this displacement but the fatigue of the journey. As soon as I feel fit, 
you shall have the letter, trust me. But just now even a note such as I am now 
writing takes it out of me. I have truly, been very sick; I fear I am a vain man, 
for I thought it a pity I should die. I could not help thinking that a good many 
would be disappointed; but for myself although I still think life a business full 
of agreeable features, I was not entirely unwilling to give it up. It is so difficult 
to behave well; and in that matter I get more dissatisfied with myself, become 
more exigent every day, I shall be pleased to hear again from you soon. I shall 
be married very early in May, and then go to the mountains, a very withered 
bridegroom. I think your MS. Bible, if that were a specimen, would be a credit to 
humanity, Between whiles, collect such thoughts from yourself and others; I 
sometimes believe every man should leave a Bible behind him, if he is not able 
to leave a jest book. I feel fit to leave nothing but my benediction. It is a 
strange thing how, do what you will, nothing seems accomplished. I feel as far 
from having paid humanity my board and lodging as I did six years ago when I 
was sick at Mentone. But I daresay the devil would keep telling me so, if I had 
moved the mountains, and at least I have been very happy on many different 
occasions, and that is always something. I can read nothing, write nothing; but 
a little while ago and I could eat nothing either; but now that is changed. This 
is a long letter for me; rub your hands boy, for ‘tis an honour.”’ 


‘‘ I was inexpressibly touched to get a letter from some lawyers as to some 
money. I have never had any account with my friends; some have gained and

some lost; and I should feel there was something dishonest in a partial liquidation 
even if I could recollect the facts, which I cannot. But the fact of his having put 
aside this memorandum was so characteristic of the latter days and so uncharac- 
teristic of the first that it touched me greatly.

‘‘ Tt is a riddle : did he not well to go wrong, if he there learned so much? 


‘* Tt will be solved one day, I suppose. The mystery of his life is great. 
Our chemist in this place, who had been at Malvern, recognised the picture. You 
may remember Walter had a romantic affection for all pharmacies? And the 
bottles in the window were for him a poem? He said once that he knew no pleasure 
like driving through a lamplit city, waiting for the chemist to go by. 


‘‘ All these things return now. 


‘“ He had a pretty full translation of Schiller’s Aesthetic Letters, which we 
read together, as well as the second part of Faust, in Gladstone Terrace, he help- 
ing me with the German, If nothing else is wanted with it, there is no keep- 
sake I should value more than the MS. of that translation. They were the best 
days I ever had with him, little dreaming all would soon be over. It needs a 
blow like this to convict a man of immortality and its burden. I always thought 
I should go by myself; not to survive. But now I feel as if the earth were under- 
mined, and all my friends have lost one thickness of reality since that one passed. 
Those are happy who can take it otherwise : with that I found things all beginning 
to disimn. Here we have no abiding city, and one felt as though he had, and O 
too much acted. 


‘* But if you tell me he did not feel my silence. However he must have done 


so; and my guilt is irreparable now. I thank God at least heartily that he did 
not resent it. 


‘* Are you really going to fail us? This seems a dreadful thing. . . M 
poor wife who is not well off for friends, on this bare coast, has been promising 
herself and I have been promising her, as rare acquisition. And now Miss Burn has 
failed, and you utter a very doubtful note, You do not know how delightful this 
place is nor how anxious we are for a visit. Look at the names. ‘ The Solitude ’"— 
is that romantic? The Palm Trees? how is that for the gorgeous East? Var? the 
name of a river—the quiet waters by! ‘Tis true they are in another department, 
and consist of stones and a biennial spate; but what music, what a splash of 
brooks, for the imagination! We have hills; we have skies; the roses are putting 
forth, as yet sparsely; the meadows by the sea are one sheet of jonquils; the birds 
sing as in an English May—for, considering we are in France and serve up our 
songbirds, I am ashamed to say, on a little field of toast and with a sprig of 
thyme (my own receipt) in their most innocent and now unvocal bellies—considering 
this, we have a wonderfully fair wood-music round this ‘ Solitude’ of ours. What 
can I say more? all this awaits you. Kennst du das Land, in short.” 

‘* Many thanks for the two photos which now decorate my room. I was 
particularly glad to have the Bell Rock. I wonder if you saw me plunge, lance 
in the rest, into a controversy thereanent? It was a very one-sided affair. The 
man I attacked cried ‘ Boo-hoo ’ and referred me to his brother and the big brother 
referred to more. I trod on my coat tails and snapped my fingers; but the great 
smiles would not budge; so I slept upon the field of battle, paraded, sang Te Deum, 
and came home after a review rather than a campaign. 

‘* Please tell Campbell I got his letter. The wild woman of the west, alias

Simorn, alias Daft Wife o’ Bonelly has been much amiss and complaining sorely. 
I hope nothing more serious is wrong than just my ill-health and consequent 
anxiety and labour; but the deuce of it is, that the cause continues. I am knocked 


out of time, now; a miserable, snuffling, shivering. fever-stricken, night-mare 


ridden, knee-jottering, hoast-hoast-hoasting shadow and remains of a man. But 
wee'll no gie ower jist yet a bittie, We've seen waur; and dod, mem, its my believe 
that we'll see better. I dinna ken ’at I’ve muckle mair to say to ye, or indeed, 
anything; but just here’s guid-fellowship, guid health, and the wale o’ guid fortune 
to your bonny sel’; and my respec’s to the Perfessor and his wife and the Prin- 
shiple, an’ the Bell Rock, an’ ony ither public chara’ters that I’m acquaint wi’.’’ 

‘* We are very much distressed to hear of this which has befallen your family. 
As for Sir Alexander, I can but speak from my own feelings: he survived to 
finish his book and to conduct with such a great success, the tercentenary. Ah, 
how many die just upon the threshold! Had he died a year ago, how great a 
disappointment! But all this is nothing to the survivors. Do please, as soon as 
you are able, let us know how it goes and how it is likely to go with the family; 
and believe that both my wife and I are most anxious to have good news, or the 
best possible. My poor Coggie, I know very well how you must feel, you are 
passing a bad time. : 

‘* Our news must seem impertinent. We Lave both been ill; I, pretty bad, 
my wife, pretty well down; but I, at least, am better. The Bogue, who is let out 
every night for half an hour’s. yapping, is anchored in the moonlight just before 
the door and, under the belief that he is watchdog at a live farm beleaguered by 
moss-troopers, is simply raising Cain.’’ | 

‘‘T wish I could find the letter I began to you some time ago when I was 
ill; but I can’t, and don’t believe there was much in it anyway. We have all 
behaved like pigs and beasts and barn-door poultry to you; but I have been sunk 
in work, and the lad if lazy and blind, has been working too, and as for Fanny 
she has been (and still is) really unwell. I had a mean hope you might perhaps 
right (write) again before I got up steam; I could not have been more ashamed of 
myself than I am, and I should have had another laugh. 

‘‘ They always say I cannot give news in my letters; I shall shake off that 
reproach. On Monday, if she is well enough, Fanny leaves for California to see 
her friends; it is rather an anxiety to let her go alone, but the Dr, simply forbids 
it in my case, and she is better anywhere than here—a bleak, blackguard, beggarly 
climate, of which I can say no good except that it suits me and some others of 
the same or similar persuasions whom (by all rights) it ought to kill. It is a 
form of Arctic St. Andrews, I should imagine: and the miseries of forty degrees 
below zero with a high wind have to be felt to be appreciated. The greyness of 
the heavens here is a circumstance eminently revolting to the soul: I have near 
forgot the aspect of the sun—I doubt if this be news, it is certainly no news to 
us. My mother suffers a little from the inclemency of the place, but less on the 
whole than would be imagined. Among other wild schemes we have been projecting 
yacht voyages; and I beg to inform you that Cogia Hassan was cast for the part of 
passenger. They may come off. Again this is not news. The lad? Well the lad 
wrote a tale this winter, which appeared to me so funny, that I have taken it in 
hand and some of these days you will receive a copy of a work entitled :—

Thackeray feeling injured, 
wrote on June 14 a letter to Yates demanding a retraction. Yates sought advice 
of Dickens, who was also a member of the Garrick Club, whereupon Thackeray 
appealed to the Club committee, on the plea that the criticism was personal, and 
that as he had met Yates only at the Club, it was the Club’s duty to protect him 
from Yates’ insults. At the general meeting in July action was taken directing 
Yates to apologise; not doing so, he was excluded from the Club. The affair created 
a coolness between Thackeray and Dickens that was terminated only a week before 
Thackeray’s death.

of the Empire/Lords/Barons/Knights/Esquires/Sherifis/Burgomasters/Citizens and 
Commoners/ to whomsoever this Letter be presented WE Ulrich by the grace of 
God Duke of Wurttemberg and Teck count of Mtmpelgart &c. our most amicable 
greetings to each as befits his estate. Reverend, most venerable, highly born, weil 
born, noble and honorable sirs, nephews, uncles, brothers-in-law, cousins. Most 
loyally and to each in particular we do hereby give you to know that we have

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resolved to hold an entertainment and good company with a RACE OF GALLOPING 
HORSES for the distance of one mile from Neckarwyhingen as far as nearly to 
Buningen near our town of Marbach on the Neckar on such conditions and terms 
as set out below. 

Firstly that on the eleventh day of the month of May forthcoming 
those who own galloping horses running under a boy (i.e. with a jockey) 
shall be about the eighth hour before noon at the start at Neckarwyhingen 
and to the first horse which with the boy comes over the ltter* we will 
give thirty-two florins and also a silver cup, to the second a crossbow, 
and to the third a sword. 

And each horse which is to start shall deposit one Rhenish florin at 
any of those places which at our pleasure we shall make known. 

And on the eve of the RACE the stewards shall come together and 
deposit the money and from such stake money the prizes and prize money 
shall be augmented at the discretion of the stewards. 

We will also on the aforesaid day offer two pieces of flannel free, and 
for one the men and the servants and for the other the women are to run 
a Race. 

Finally it is our friendly prayer and wish that you should do us the 
favour to attend this our intended entertainment and company to help to 
bring it off successfully and we hope trusting to your friendship and good- 
will not to be disappointed by your declining to accept the invitation and 
we shall be in friendship and most willingly obliged for your gracious 
acceptance.
